Members  will  be  advised  of  functions  and  events  to  be  staged  in  this 
drive  in  the  year  for  disabled  persons. 

7  am  very  pleased  to  announce  that  Tattersall  s  Club  will 
be  supporting  the  Multiple  Sclerosis  Society  of  NSW  during 
1981,  the  internationally  declared  Year  for  Disabled  Per¬ 
sons, "  says  chairman  Keith  Moremon. 


Questions  were  directed  to  the 
society's  chairman^  Mr  Jim 
Goldman.  Here  are  his  answers  to 
three  questions  that  will  provide 
Tattersairs  members  with  some 
revealing  details. 

What  is  MS?  What  is  being 
done  to  help  people  with  MS, 
including  research?  and  where 
will  the  money  be  spent? 

What  is  MS?  MS  is  a  disease  of 
the  central  nervous  system  which 
affects  young  adults  between  the 
ages  of  about  20  and  40.  The  nerves 
in  the  central  nervous  system  are 
covered  by  a  protective  sheath 
known  as  the  Myelin  sheath.  This  is 
similar  to  the  plastic  insulating 
material  which  protects  a  house¬ 
hold  telephone  cable.  For  some 
unexplained  reason  the  myelin 
sheath  becomes  damaged  and  scar 
tissue  forms  on  it  —  thus  preventing 
the  clear  transmission  of  messages 
from  the  brain  to  the. various  parts 
of  our  body.  The  words  Multiple 
Sclerosis  mean  "a  number  of  scar 
tissues  on  the  myelin  sheath  of  the 
nervous  system". 

A  few  facts  about  MS  are  as 
follows: 

•  Something  happens  in  our  body 
at  about  the  age  of  15  involving  the 
construction  of  the  myelin  sheath 
which  determines  the  future 
course  of  the  disease. 

•  The  main  damage  occurs  in  the 
white  matter  of  the  brain,  the  brain 
stem  and  the  spinal  column. 

•  The  peak  risk  is  about  27  years  of 
age. 

•  The  disease  is  indiscriminate 
with  the  exception  that  the  risk  in 
affluent  nations  is  greater. 

•  About  1.5  million  people  have 
MS  throughout  the  world  and  about 
7,000  in  Australia  are  affected  by  it. 
Approximately  3,000  of  these 
people  reside  in  NSW. 


•  It  is  not  contagious. 

•  Whilst  it  has  not  been  proven  to 
be  hereditary  there  is  a  greater  risk 
for  siblings  born  of  an  MS  marriage. 

•  The  disease  is  progressively 
debilitating. 

What  is  being  done  to  help 
MS  people,  including  research. 

The  MS  Society  of  NSW  has 
two  primary  responsibilities  and 
these  are: 

•  To  provide  support  services  for 
people  with  MS  which  will  help 
them  to  maintain  their  maximum 
functional  capacity  for  as  long  as 
possible.  These  services  include 
specialised  advice,  physiotherapy 
and  occupational  therapy,  social 
counselling  and  support  in  the 
home.  The  cost  of  providing  these 
support  services  is  approximately 
$500,000  p.a.  We  receive  approxi¬ 
mately  10  per  cent  of  this  ($50,000) 
from  the  NSW  State  Government. 

•  To  invest  funds  into  the  National 
Research  Programme  with  a  view 
to  finding  the  cause  of  this  disease. 
Approximately  two  years  ago  a 
nationally  co-ordinated  research 
programme  was  started  and  funds 
invested  to  date  are  approximately 
$400,000.  The  NSW  contribution  to 
this  to  date  has  been  $150,000.  The 
main  research  programmes  being 
conducted  are  at  the  University  of 
Sydney  and  at  the  Walter  and  Eliza 
Hall  Institute  in  Melbourne.  In  the 
short  space  of  two  years,  we  have 
had  two  significant  discoveries. 
The  first  was  the  Transfer  Factor 
Project  discovered  by  Professors 
Hasten  and  McLeod  in  September 
1980.  Their  project  showed  that  by 
transferring  white  blood  cells  from 
immune  people  to  people  with  MS, 
that  the  debilitating  effect  on 
younger  and  less  badly  affected 
patients  was  slowed. 


The  second  discovery  was  by 
Professor  Walter  Moore  of  the 
University  of  Sydney  in  February 
1981.  Professor  Moore  found  the 
shape  of  the  key  myelin  molecule 
which  is  a  step  toward  future 
development  of  drugs  which  could 
mimic  the  molecule  shape 
therefore  preventing  the  break¬ 
down  of  the  myelin  sheath  and  the 
consequen  t  progression  of  Multiple 
Sclerosis. 

The  team  s  experiments  were 
based  on  two  theoretical  assump¬ 
tions.  First,  that  MS  is  an  auto¬ 
immune  disease,  that  is,  it  is  a 
reaction  by  the  body  tissue  against 
one  of  its  own  constituents  and 
second,  that  a  protein  which  holds 
the  myelin  structure  together  is 
that  constituent.  Professor  Moore 
has  indicated  that  his  discovery 
could  mean  that  we  will  find  the 
cause  of  MS  within  the  next  10 
years. 

Where  will  the  money  be 
spent? 

We  have  three  immediate 
requirements  for  money  as  follows: 

(a)  The  maintenance  of  the  R.  A, 
Phillips  Activity  Therapy  Centre 
where  support  services  for  all 
people  affected  by  MS  throughout 
NSW  are  provided  The  cost  of  this 
is  $500,000  p.a. 

(b)  In  September  1980  we  hope  to 
launch  a  Capital  Appeal  for  a 
Nursing  Home  and  associated 
facilities  which  will  be  known  as 
the  Western  Region  Centre.  This 
will  be  adjacent  to  Lidcombe 
Hospital  and  the  estimated  cost  will 
be  $1.5  million. 

(c)  We  have  to  continue  funding 
support  for  our  Australian  Research 
Programme.  We  anticipate  that  this 
will  be  $100,000  during  1981.  The 
money  raised  by  Tattersall s  could 
be  used  for  any  one  of  these  three 
requirements  or  used  in  combin¬ 
ation  as  requested  by  yourself  and 
your  fellow  committee  members.

Our  next  three  swimmers,  former 
Balmoral  Beach  Club  champion  Paul 
Blake,  breaststroke  specialist  (but 
swimming  freestyle)  Peter  Joseph  and 
David  Barnett  swam  up  to  their  best 
form. 

After  our  six  swimmers  had  each 
swum  for  half  an  hour,  it  began  to 
become  apparent  that  the  course  our 
captain  had  chosen  was,  alas,  not  the 
most  desirable  one. 

Despite  valiant  efforts,  particularly 
from  Alex  Hillston  and  Harry  Turner 
and  Ron  Rogers  our  path  to  the  finish 
was  a  very  long  and  hard  one,  and  our 
finishing  time  of  four  hours  twenty- 
seven  minutes  was  almost  an  hour 
behind  that  of  the  winners,  Olympic, 
which  narrowly  defeated  Waikiki. 
Notwithstanding  this,  we  finished  in 
sixth  place  and  tw'o  of  the  teams  w  hich 
beat  us  only  did  so  by  small  margins. 

After  the  race,  in  the  best  traditions 
of  the  America's  Cup,  competitors 
from  the  winning  teams  w  ere  sporting 
enough  to  tell  us  they  thought  we 
knew  about  the  famous  Maui  current; 
they  said  it  was  common  knowledge 
that  a  Los  Angeles  team  which  previ¬ 
ously  took  the  same  course  as  us  took 
six  and  one-half  hours  to  finish  the 
race.  Clearly,  our  captain  also  learnt  it 
w'as  not  the  best  course. 

Notwithstanding  these  recriminations, 
the  race  was  a  very  enjoyable  one. 
Three  of  the  teams  that  beat  us  were 
made  up  of  excellent  swimmers,  in¬ 
cluding  ex-Olympians,  while  the 
members  of  those  teams  w'ere,  on 
average,  probably  a  fewr  years  younger 
than  some  of  our  swimmers.  However, 
a  selection  of  Tatt's  best  six  swimmers 
would  certainly  give  the  race  a  "shake" 
and  moves  are  already  afoot  to  organise 
next  year's  challenge. 

Moving  back  to  Oahu,  four  of  our 
members  lined  up  for  the  11th  annual 
Waikiki  rough  water  swim.  This  swim 
of  2.375  miles  down  Waikiki  beach,  is 
something  like  a  City  to  Surf  on  water. 
This  year  there  were  686  swimmers, 
including  two  dogs,  both  of  which 
were  outfitted  with  numbers  and 
goggles. 


Again,  Alex  Hillston  won  the  start 
and  was  fifth  around  the  first  turning 
buoy,  some  nine  hundred  yards  from 
the  beach.  Harry  Turner  was  close 
behind.  Both  these  competitors  finished 
extremely  well,  Alex  coming  in  sixth 
in  the  very  "hot"  25-29  age  division  and 
Harry  fourth  in  the  35-44  division. 
Given  that  they  had  never  swum  the 
rather  tricky  course  before,  their  times 
of  just  over  the  hour  were  excellent 

The  Tatt's  star  performer  in  the  race 
was,  however,  the  team  veteran  Paul 
Blake.  Showing  the  benefit  of  recent 
heavy  training  and  a  "switch"  from 
beer  to  spirits,  Paul  came  second  in  his 
age  division,  again  less  than  a  minute 
behind  the  winner  who  had  represented 
the  United  States  in  the  1956  Olympic 
Games. 

Tatt's  fourth  swimmer  was  David 
Barnett.  He  was  very  pleased  with  his 
time  and  the  fact  that,  in  completing 
the  course,  he  had  swum  further  than 
he  had  ever  swum  before.  However, 
he  was  somewhat  less  elated  when 
informed  one  of  the  two  dogs,  as  well 
as  a  one-legged  man,  had  beaten  him 
home. 

Though  the  swimmers  clearly  felt 
the  swimming  events  were  the  high¬ 
lights  of  the  tour,  all  members  of  our 
party,  which  at  various  times  numbered 
up  to  twenty,  enjoyed  the  tour  thoroughly 
and  are  keen  to  repeat  the  experience. 
Although  the  Maui  relay  may  be  re¬ 
garded  as  a  bit  strenuous  for  some, 
appropriate  training  should  enable 
almost  any  swimmer  to  compete  in 
the  Waikiki  race,  and  the  experience 
of  swimming  with  a  large  field  in  not 
so  cold,  clear  water  over  schools  of 
fish  and  coral  reefs  is  certainly  one  to 
be  appreciated. 

Thanks  indeed  go  to  Tattersall's 
Committee  and  Wal  Tyler  for  their  co- 
operation,  initiative  and  support.  Also 
to  Bob  Lavigne  and  his  staff  for  the 
excellent  travel  arrangements  and  to 
those  who  assisted  financially.  We 
really  believe  that  this  trip  will  be 
made  annually  for  many  years.  It  is  a 
unique,  delightful  experience.

Retired  bookmaker  member  Homer  Jones  looks  down  memory  lane: 

One  of  my  earliest  recollections  on  the  racecourse  was  in  the  twenties,  when  my  job  was  to  get  prices  and  drinks  for  my  uncle  Mick 
Jones,  who  was  a  Melbourne  bookmaker  and  came  to  Kandwiek  for  the  spring  and  autumn  meetings. 

There  were  no  betting  boards  in  those  days  and  to  he  competitive  you  had  to  know  what  the  leading  bookmakers  were  offering. 

One  day,  standing  in  front  of  J  Hacked  Snr.,  a  punter  approached  him  and  asked;  'What  price  my  horse?"  Hackett  repled  "even 
money"  ,  w  hich  the  punter  took  for  £1,000  and  said  he  would  have  it  again.  Hackett  replied  he  could  bet  £1,000  to  £900  on.  The  punter 
was  Mr  Ottway  Faulkner  and  the  horse  was  David,  w  hich  duly  won.  In  those  days  a  bet  of  £2,000  made  headlines  in  the  newspapers. 

Where  I  w  orked  on  the  Flat  (now  a  car  park)  there  w  ere  well  over  100  bookmakers  operating  and  it  was  a  strange  sight  to  see  one,  Les 
Bradney,  working  in  a  bowler  hat 

Another  personality  operating  was  Bennie  Noms,  nicknamed  Jack  Hobbs  after  the  famous  English  opening  batsman,  because  after 
the  races  were  over  and  someone  asked  him  how  he  faired,  he  always  replied  "Won  a  hundred!"
